ans _ Security in East Asia last 
Wednesday. 


In an address before the Japan 
Society of New York，Kissinger 
expressed the American deter- 
mination to normalize relations 
with Peking, asserting that peace 


- in the region depends on recon- 


cjliation among nations. 


“Allofus 一 friends, neutrals or - 


adversaries 一 exist on a small 
planet threatened with extinc- 
tion.， The ultimate aim of our 
alliances has always been to 


ease, not intensify, divisions and 
tensions，” said the Secretary. 
“We will continue our effort to 
normalize relations with the Peo- 
ple's Republic of China in the 
Spirit of the Shanghai Commu- 
nique.” 

With the major part of his ad- 
dress focused on US-Japan bilat- 
-eral relations，Kissinger，said， 
“We will permit no question to 
arise _ about the firmness of our 
treaty commitments to Asia and 
the Pacific.” 

Touching on the topic of “the 
United States and Asia”the Sec- 
retary continued by saying， ”At

Supporf+ Bilingual Courfs Act 


We agree wholeheartedly_ with Senator Tunney，author of 
the Bilingual Courts Bill (S 565), that“we cannot permit the 
circumstances of birth to decide the right of redress in the 
courtroom.”An American,， regardless of ancestry，be he/she 
Mexican，Puerto Rican，Chinese，Japanese or of other na- 
tional extraction，has the right to equal justice in ouUIT courts . 

Equal opportunity for a fair trial in the courts is guaranteed 
by the United States Constitution . 

However, a fair trial is not available where the parties ip- 
volved do not understand the proceedings. An obvious and 
logical observation is that persons who do not speak the 
language cannot understand the proceedings. Ergo，a fair 
trial is not guaranteed non-English-speaking persons in al 
the courts of the United States. where all proceedings are 
conducted in English alone. 

The Bilingual Courts Act，by providing for simultaneous 
translation of federal court proceedings in both civil and 
criminal cases involving non-English-speaking citizens，at 
least gives them a minjimum opportunity of understanding 
how their rights are being decided. 

Several community organizations，including the Immigra- 
tion Law Project of the San Francisco Neighborhood Legal 

_Assistance Foundation ip Chinatown，and Chinese for Atffir- 
mative Action, have lent their support to the proposed legis- 
lation . 

Now that the bill is out of the full Senate，we urge the 
House to take quick action to enact 让 .

Not long ago in this space I published a piece about a very large 
show of the new Chinese Communist painting I had just seen in 
Hong Kong，stressing its emphasis on industrialization，the re- 
development of agriculture，urban renewal，the reform of educa- 
tion,，and other aspects of China's gigantic effort to pull herself into 
the 20th century，for better or for worse. This exhibition Was 
esthetically ludicrous but socially very important. 

The exhibition called “Archaeological Finds of the People's Re- 
public of China,”” which opens next Saturday at the Asian Art 
Museum in Golden Gate Park, is esthetically magnificent, but it is a 
product of precisely the same historic forces as the one 也 了 ong 
有 ong. 

To miss this point is to miss one of the main things the'show is all 
about. It is an easy point to miss, for in our part of the world the 
possession of Chinese antiquities is often a none too subtle way of 
bragging about one's financial eminence; in addition，such antiqui- 
ties are usually treated with an out-of-this-world estheticism and 
are frequently a refuge for the kind of person described by -a: 
famous emperor of Japan as“The idqiot who priases with enthusi- 
astic tone/Bvery century but this and every country but his Own. 

The exhibition at the Asian Art Museum is a display,of cultural 
rather than _ financial wealth. The objects therein belong to the 
People's Republic of China， They carry no price tags. They have 
not been stolen from graves by night and transported by under- 
ground routes to fancy dealers in Hong Kong and Tokyo. They have 
all come to light in recent years as by-products of the reconstruction 
of Chinese society. And although the exhibition is large，with a 
catalogue running to 385 numbers,， it is minuscule compared to 
what they have been finding. 

It is not unusual for a single dig in China nowadays to yield as 
many as 2000 objects，anpd there are many digs. Furthermore，the 
exhibition had, obviously, to be limited to transportable things，but 
transportable things are only part,，and perhaps the smaller Dart，of 
the recent finds. Huge tombs，some of them described as“under- 
ground palaces,”are being excavated，and they are rediscovering 
whole cities underneath the modern ones. . . .

In recent weeks, a few articles 
have been written by“concerned 
Asian Americans” which cast as- 
persions upon the Vietnamese 
refugees now in the United States 
under "Operation New Life”and 
which question the legitimacy 
and right for their being here. 
These articles have appeared in 
East/West and other places. The 
thrust of these arguments，unfor- 
tunately，is based not only on 
distortions,half truths，and mis- 
information，but they also totally 
lgnore the lessons of the more 
than 120 years of the Asian 
太 merican experience in the Unit- 
ed States as well. I feel obliged to 
reply to those articles in an effort 
to present an opposing view and， 
hopefully，a more balanced ac- 
-count of the Vietnamese Refugee 
了 rogram， 
INACCURACIES 
One of the most glaring inaccu- 
Iacies _ centers around the at- 
tempts to depict the Vietnamese 
as being well dressed，highly 
educated，loaded with “stashes 
of money and jewels”and being 
po better than mere racketeers 


and assassins. These characteri-- 


zations are not only wrong，but 
they are also irresponsible. 工 
agree there are some Vietnamese 
-Who may have perpetrated hei- 
nous crimes upon their own peo- 
ple, and they should rightfully be 
identified and condemned. There 
may also be those who profited 
from the war and who accumulat- 
eq great wealth at the expense of 
their countrymen. But to imnpugn 
the integrity of al Vietnaamese 
and to denounce them categori- 
cally as a threat to Asian Ameri- 
cans is sheer rhetoric which bor- 
ders on demagoguery. There is 
no basis in fact to draw such con- 
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clusions, and by doing so, a grie- 
Vvous injustice is done to a proud 
people with a rich history. 

No definitive study has yet 
been published or compiled 
which gives us an accurate and 
comprehensive socioeconomic 
profile on the more than 120,000 
Vietnamese refugees now in the 
United States or in Guam. It may 
be some time before this informa- 
tion is available.-Some surveys， 
however，have been completed 
which provide us with some pre- 
liminary data. 

IMPACT 

Because the State of California 
is Concerned that the influx of 
Vietnamese may have substantial 
impact on the state and local pro- 
grams and the economy，it con- 
ducted a recent data collection 
effort on the refugee population 
at Camp Pendleton through ran- 
dom sampling of tents in each 
camp. While the statistical valid- 
ity of the California findings re- 
main open to question because of 
the sampling techniques utilized， 


nevertheless the study does give 


us Some early information upon 


.Which to make some initial as- 


Sessments， This study showed 
that of the total 18,639 population 
at Camp Pendleton, 54.9 per cent 
were ofthe ages of 20 and bleow. 
Moreover，82.4 per cent had no 
college education and more than 
half had no work experience at 
all. Related to the area of finan- 
cial information，81.3 per cent of 
the households had cash or equi- 


valent::resourcesiiof :ess than . 


$500. Only 2.8 per cent had more 
than $4000.

LOWER STATUS 

Moreover， reports _ from the 
U.S$， Interagency Task Force in 
charge of the refugee program 
reveal that the largest concentra- 
tion .of refugees remains .on 
Guam, and their preliminary data 
Shows an even lower socioeco- 
nomic .status than for the .refu- 
gees at Camp Pendleton， 下 上 glin 
AFB，Fort Chaffee and Indian- 
town Gap:. The over 30,000 peo- 
ple on Guam and other staging 
areas in the Pacific were the last 
to leave Vietnam during the final 
days of the. Thieu regime. They 
fled by air，by sea, and overland 
through Thailand, and are a 
much more :impoverished and 


.ITurally based population than 


those now on the mainland. 

In view of the data and facts as 
we have them，the Vietnamese 
exiles are largely young，finan- 
cially insecure，and in need of 


Vocational training and education 


iftthey are to be quajified for the 
American job market. By no 
stretch of the imagination can 
one responsibly portray these 


people as being representatives 


of a wealthy privileged, Saigon 
elite. The recent _ articles are 
therefore wrong in their facts and 
assumptions. 

In _ analyzing the articles fur- 
ther，what is even more disturb- 
ing ls the sense of self-righteous- 
Dess Which pervades them. 七 


”seems to me that to argue 


whether these“saved” refugees 
are legitimate immigrants or naot 
js to pursue a futile course and 


one which ultimately is prejudi- 


cial to the goals of the Asian 
American movement today:， To 
say further that these people are 
the- “Tories” of Indochina who 
would add to ultra-conservative 
forces to repress the civil rights 
movement poses arguments com- 
parable to those used by the late 
J. 了 dgar Hoover who saw the 
specter of communism in every 
Asian. I_ believe we are more 
intelligent than that，particularly 
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in light ofthe facts. 
MORALITY 

Clearly underlying the line of 
reasoning in these articles，such 
as it is, is a question of morajity. 
That is to say，can we，in good 
conscience and on moral grounds， 
welcome and support individuals 
who reputedly have committed 
crimes? The question is one 
fraught with danger because the 
term “crime” is such 'a relative 
one. For if you want to look at 坏 
truthfully, from the standpoint of 
Asians and Asian Americans 
within the context of American 
society，are we not al guilty of 
Some crimey7 

Were not the Chinese， who 
cameto America as“paper Sons” 
guilty of misrepresentation2 Was 
not my father also-…criminal ”in 
leaving the country surreptitious- 
ly through Canada as a young 
man during World War 工 so he 
could visit his family in China 
without fear of being drafted? 
Why were no questions asked of 
the Chinese Heeing China in 1949 
to see' if they .had exploited the 
people? Are the Isseis any less 
guilty in their quiet acquiescence 
in relocating to _ concentration 
camps _ during World War I? 
How about the Asians in America 
today who seek to _ evict the 
elderly from the International 
Hotels and the Nihonmachis for 
financial gains? And are those 
Asian Americans who remain 
mute in the face of racism and 
discrimination any less guilty of 
crimes against OU people2? For 
Asian Americans to make moral 
judgments concerning the right 
of other- Asians to be in the 
United States is not only hypo- 
critical, it is also self-serving. 

SCAPEGOATS 

What is further apparent within 
these articles is the _ attempt to 
revive the arguments used dur- 
ing the anti-war movements of 
the late 60's and early 70"s. The 
war ls over, the Americans have 

an thrown out，and the people 
of South Vietnam have won their 
inevitable victory. 下 makes little 
Sense to rejuvenate a largely 
dead issue and make the Viet- 
namese people the scapegoats for 
this sordid chapter in our history. 
The real culprits are the Bundys， 
the Rostows, and the Westmore- 
jands，and not the Vietnamese 
people. In , fact，the anti-war 
movement had little relevance for 
Asian American communities be- 
cause 过 was a predominantly 
liberal，white middle-class jled

movement. These leaders，who 
gained wide media coverage and 
attention for their activities，were 
all but -absent from the Asian 
American communities where the 
hard battlies were beling fought 
against police repression,， and for 
fair housing and equal employ- 
ment Opportunities. 

In considering the Vietnamese 
refugee situation, it 1s Critical we 
View it within the context of the 
entire Asian American experi- 
ence in the United States and not 
as an isolated phenomenon， To 
Say that the ipflux of Vietnam- 
ese is going to affect all Asian 
Americans because white Ameri- 
cans cannot distinguis 有 Petween 
yellow people is only reiterating 
the obvious. We know that. 纪 
takes no. more than an elemen- 
tary understanding of history to 
know the fates of al Asians in 
America are inexorably tied to- 
gether，whether positively or 
negatively. With the current high 
unemployment，we know from 
experience that whites are going 
to look for scapegoats. The public 
pronouncements of the Governor 
Browns，the Obledos，and the 
Gmnaizdas should not be all that 
Surprising. What will be difficult 
is determining how Asian Ameri- 
cans are going to respond to the 
challenge. It is clear at this point 
that to _ attack the Vietnamese 
people ls not the proper re- 
Sponse. 

CREATED EQUAL 


In my lecture classes on Asian 
American history，I_ usually end 
my course with _ the folowing 
quotation: “We hold.these truths 
to be self evident: That all men 
are created equal; that they are 
endowed by their creator with in- 
alienable rights; that. .among 
these are life，liberty，and the 
Dursuit of happiness.”The quota- 
tion is used,， of course, to under- 
Score the fact that this funda- 
mental American principle has 
never been extended in full meas- 
ure to Asians.， We know that a 
common theme :runs through 
each of our experiences which 
binds us together; and these are 
the themes of racial discrimina- 
tion，Ppolitical intimidation，and 
economic exploitation. To recog- 
nize this common bond and to be 
able to work together in common 
Cause is Capturing the essence of 
what being an Asian American is 
all about.

MANILA，the Philippines 一 The 
Philippine Department of Educa- 
tion has warned all Chinese schools 
in the country to complete their 
“Filipinization”by the beginning of 
next School year or be closed down， 
it was officially announced Monday.

Manuel said that the heads of the 
131 Chinese schools throughout the 
Philippines were .confident they 
would be able to meet the ae 
in June next year.

talization of which at least 60-per 
sent would be owned by Filipino 
citizens, and to have a student pop- 
ulation of which at least 70-per cent 
are Filipino citizens.
